EN6LAND-S FRIENDSHIP.

VER since the breaking out of the Spanish war, 


when Dewey was hustled out of Hong Kong. 


England has been making professions of friendship 
for the United States, and Englishmen have assert- 
ed that fheir country did us great service in that 
war. 
Since Lord Cranborne's recent statement in 


parliament there has been some confusion over the 
question as to how European nations stood, and it 
has appeared that England, was at first, disposed to 
joiii the European coalition against the United 
States. 


We shall probably never know all the facts, for 


this constitutes one of the secret chapters of diplo- 
macy. The Washington correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times sends a letter to his paper, making the 
claim, that England was disposed from the first to 
favor the United States and was willing to "use 
other means than diplomacy," whatever that may 
mean. In the course of the letter he says: 


"I feel not only I am justified in revealing cer- 


tain confidences reposed in me, but it is a duty I 
owe to our people to let them know the facts in 
connection with one of the most important events 
in our national existence. 


One reason why it would be embarrassing for 


the British government to make public the confi- 
dential communications that passed between Lon- 
don and Washington is that the publication of tbese 
documents would show that Great Britain did more 
than she was called upon to do. 


She avowed her purpose to use other means 


than diplomacy if necessary to prevent a coalition 
against the United States. This intention was made 
known to President McKinley, later it became 
known to certain of the European powers. 
The 


statement is now for the first time made public by 
one who has knowledge of all the facts. It is a fact 
and cannot be disputed. 


Great Britain's purpose was not made, incident- 


ally, verbally, or by irresponsible persons. 
The 


statement I now make is sustained by documentary 
evidence and was made by persons who had the 
power to convert the offer into an actualit}'. 


In the early days, preceeding the declaration of 


hostilities, the fact of a European coalition against 
the United States caused President McKinley the 
greatest anxiety. 


It was well known in (Washington that Spain 


was trying to fitid an ally. It was only when the 
attitude of Great Britain became certain that Presi- 
dent McKinley felt satisfied Spain had been isolat- 
ed. When that was known his last lingering fear 
vanished. 


Of the utmost importance is it to bear in mind 


that up to that time the position of Russia was not 
definitely known to the Washington government, 
although Russia was suspected of being friendly to 
Spain owing to the efforts then being made by 
France to secure tee intervention of European pow- 
ers in her behalf. 


When the position of England was known to 


Russia, and methods were taken to bring this fact 
to her knowledge in such a way that it could not 
be questioned, Russia threw over France and de- 
clared her sympathy for the United States." 


In this way he is using the language of the man 


who told him the story, a man not connected with 
diplomatic service, but, who "because os his intima- 
cy with President McKinley, knew all the facts 
prior to, and during the Spanish war. He is- a very 
wonderful man. 


The suspicious thing about this newspaper yarn 


is, that is being published when preparations are 
being mad^ for the reception of Prince Henry, of 
Germany, as the guest of the nation 
While Eng- 


land looks with disapproval on any increasing 
friendship between the United States and Germany. 
In view of the attitude of Germany in the early 
stages of the Spanish war and of the frequent tariff 
reprisals against the United States by Germany, 
the present concilatory attitude of the Emperor is a 
little surprising. 
Germany, like other nations, is 


looking after her interests. After the decisive vic- 
tories in the Spanish war, the friendship of the 
United States was something to be sought and Ger- 
many is seeking it. If Engbnd did all the un- 
known man in Washington claims, she was doing it 
for her own advantage and nothing else, and it will 
be regarded in the United States in that light. As 
far as England's friendship is an advantage to us, 
we may cultivate it, but it will not be forgotten that 
England has, in the past been anything but frieud- 
ly to ns, and it will be hard to make the average 
American believe that her present relations are in- 
spired by other than self interest.

The depth of snow in the mountains 


at the close of December, 1901, was 
not increased to any great extent by 
the light falls which occurred during 
the latter part of the paat month. 


Carefully made measurements of the 


depth at stations of high elevation In- 
dicate a considerable shortage at the 
end of the month, especially over the 
principal watersheds where the defi- 
ciency Is quite noticeable. 


Nearly all correspondents predict * 


diminished water-flow during the com- 
ing season.
